This Office Action is in response to the RCE filed on October 29, 2007, and the 
Response to Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment and Corrected Amendment filed on 
November 9, 2007. The corrected amendment has been entered. 

The applicant's remark (in reference to the Notice of Non-Compliant Amendment 
mailed on November 2, 2007): "the Examiner's objections have been overcome," is 
noted. For the record, however, that Notice was not the work of the examiner. 

Dependent claims 54-56, which depend on independent claims 24, 29 and 34, 
respectively, are objected to because they incorrectly recite "an insulating layer that 
underlies the semiconductor substrate" (an insulating layer does not underlie the 
semiconductor substrate). Correction is required (claims 54-56 should be canceled 
because the recited insulating layer is fundamentally inconsistent with the 
semiconductor substrate context recited in independent claims 24, 29 and 34). 

Claims 24, 25, 28-30, 33-35, 38, 39, 41, 43, 44, 46, 48, 49, 51, 53, 57-65, 69-84 
and 86-90 are allowable over the prior art of record. 

This application is apparently in condition for allowance except for the above 
formal matter.
